JUNIOR TRACK 1944 


The Junior trackmen did not fare as well 
as the Seniors. The little speedsters placed 
second in the South Suburban meet behind 
Thornton. The squad was led by Hermie San- 
tucci and Bobby Bove, who together scored 
120 points. 

“Corky” Schrohe and Bobby Bove pinned 
down the 50 yard shield together, running 
it in 6.1 seconds. Hermie Santucci ran the 100 
yard dash in 11.2 seconds, and the 220 yard 
dash in 24 seconds. He also put the shot, 
tossing it 45 feet 3 inches. Bobby Bove came 
within inches of breaking the South Suburban 
discus record by his toss of 139 feet 6 inches, 
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and also ran the hurdles in 14 seconds. Paul 
Godowic ran the 660 in 1 minute 34 seconds. 
He was chased all season by Jack Schmeck- 
bier, Bob Scheid, and Willard Larcher. Mark 
Fisk cleared the vault bar at 8 feet 6 inches. 
Ted Belinski sprang 18 feet 4 inches to lead 
the broad jumpers. 

The relay team was one of the best in 
recent years. The team of Santucci, Bove, 
Schrohe, and Belinski ran the 440 yards in 49 
seconds. These boys will be welcomed into 
the Senior division next year.
